On March 17 the AP reported that 


Jay. Allen, correspondent for the North 
American Newspaper Alliance, had 
been arrested by German military au- 
thorities. The charge against Allen 
was said to be that he attempted to 
rccross the demarcation line between 
Paris and unoccupied France with- 
out correct papers. 


In the case of Hottlet, the Ger- 


man government took pains to say 
publicly that his arrest was not in 
any way a reprisal for the arrest and 
indictment by the United States gov- 
ernment in New York March 11 of 
Manfred 
Znpp and Gunthcr Tonn, 


two agents of the German Trans- 
Ocean News Service. Zapp and Tonn 
were held by the U. S. for violation 
for an act which requires agents of 
foreign powers to register with our 
State Department. 


The German government says there 


is no retaliation, but its arrest of 
two American correspondents swiftly 
on the heels of our arrest of two 
German agents merely emphasizes the 
irreconcilable difference in. the Ger- 
man and American definitions of what 
constitutes a news correspondent. 


You see, Germany has destroyed the 


privately-owned press. All German 
newspapers are owned by, and all 
German .newspaper men -work for 
either the government or high of- 
ficials in the government. It is as 
though all American newspapers sud- 
denly changed owners—and the new 
owners turned out to be either Unit- 
ed States government 
officials 
or 


industrialists or other politicians back- 
ing the regime.

In the United States and England 


we say that the men working for such 
a press -are not news correspondents 
but are agents of a foreign govern- 
ment—which they arc. 


But Germany time and again has in- 


sisted they are correspondents in our 
sense of the word. 


Time and again Germany, not only 


claiming this, has also contended that 
because her own press is the voice 
of 
the government 
that 
therefore 


whatever one of our papers says edi- 
torially is also the voice of our gov- 
ernment—which every American and 
Englishman, brought up in the tradi- 
tion of a free and privately-owned 
press, knows is ridiculous. 


You see, there is here an absolute- 


ly irreconcilable breach betwen Ger- 
many and Amrica which extends deep 


surface of world 


...- 
very hearts and 


thoughts of private citizens in each 
country. 


H is unforgivable, tragic and danger- 
ous. 


Never until now have we realized 


how completely the Nazi philosophy 
uses words to debauch meanings in- 
stead of explaining them. 


Every American will feel regard- 


less of official Germany's explana- 
tion that the real reason two Ameri- 
can correspondents are in jail over 
there is that we have arrested two 
German agents over here. 


This can't go on without quick with- 


drawal of all Americans from Ger- 
many—an ominous sign. 


For the United Press and its men 


constitute a recognized newspaper- 
owned news agency, and the North 
American 
Newspaper 
Alliance 
is 


simply a reporting agency for the 
metropolitan papers. 


They are a different breed from the 


pair the United States grabbed in 
New York the other day—and the 
world knows this is true.

Equal Salaries 


High Court

Million a Year 


LITTLE ROCK-A major social up- 


heaval and $1,000,000 additional rev- 
enue would be required if Arkansas 
follows directions of the Supreme 
Court of the United States to pay 
negro teachers the same salaries paid 
to white instructors in public schools, 
Education 
Commissioner Ralph B. 


Jones said Monday. 


Following the recent decision, Mr. 


Jones said, he received a petition 
signed by about 400 negroes asking 
that their salary scale be increased to 
the level paid to white teachers. He 
said the petition 'was in the form of 
a demand." 


The state chapter of the National 


Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People, with headquarters 
in Pine Bluff, has been "particularly 
active" in the last two months, the 
commissioner disclosed. The petition, 
sent from Pine Bluff, contained sig- 
natures of negroes who live at Pine 
Bluff, El Dorado, Lewisville and Mag- 
nolia. 


"Sooner or later some recognition 


of the problem must be made," Mr. 
Jones said. 
"We have been con- 


scious of the situation for years, Ar- 
kansas is just as anxious as any other 
state to extend adequate educational 
facilities to negroes, but the financial 
resources of Arkansas 
we 
rather 


meager compared to those of some 
other states. 


"The only immediate solution would 


be a federal subsidy. 


"School leaders in Arkansas have 


discussed the problem in recent con- 
ferences. If salaries must be the same, 
it will be necessary to reduce those 
of white teacher*. 


"But as long as the major portion 


of school revenue is obtained by local 
taxation, I imagine the various school 
districts will solve their own prob- 
lems."

Plants in February 


February showed the least number 


of accidents in Hope's leading indus- 
trial plants since the beginning of 
the Industrial Safety Program. Only 
one minor injury was reported, caus- 
ing a loss of thirty-one hours out of 
more than 100 thousand man-hours 
worked during that period. 


Interest is growing every month in 


this program and managers of other 
plants in Hope who are not at pre- 
sent participating have indicated a 
desire to join. 


The program is primarily designed 


to protect the lives and limbs of the 
men and women who work in these 
plants, but it is also in the interest 
of the owners of the plants, since ac- 
cidents not only cost money in time 
lost and doctor and hospital of those 
who are actually injured, but they 
also reduce the efficiency and lower 
the morale of other workers.

NEW 9RLEANS-(/P)-The second 


big fire in this area within a week 
Tuesday swept through the main of-

LITTLE ROCK—A total of ?149,600.96 


was released for the school equaliz-
